Afternoon Session. 


The afternoon session 
was two 
hours in length and the time waa 
spent In reading and considerin.g the 
proposed gas franchise. The 
ordin- 
as prepared Is somewhat lengthy and 
makes provisions In all details for 
tho teßtihg of gas. 


Mr. Halrgrove has fixed tho price 
of g<as in . this ordinance a t $1, al­ 
though the company has not slgnl- 
/fied a willingness to accept a fran­ 
chise with th at rate In it. Mr. Halr- 
grove said th a t over In Springfield, 
where a franchise Is pending that 
the company had' expressed a will­ 
ingness to fix the price at 80 cents 
per thousand and he therefore ar­ 
gued that $1 waa not too low for 
this «city. The city attorney thinks 
th at gas m aking is a very profltabT« 
business and that in some cases 
the companies make 100 per cent 
proiflt. 


It developed In the course of the 
conversation that the Jackeonvllle 
Oas company Is hondedi for about 
$*4i36,000. Mr. Newman ¿aid that he 
saw no use In providing for $1 gas 
if the company said positively that 
they would not accept. Tho ordi­ 
nance as drawn provides detailed 
method» for testing the quality of 
gas and the correctness of meters 
and by the torms of tJio franchise 
the company would be required to 
provide gas of a certain pressure or 
the bills could not be collected at th e 
full rate. 


I t Is argued by Mr. H airgrove that
